whichI beſeech God'in mercy to ſet home. effetually upon all

1. This Oath and Covenant with the Gibeorites Ambal- 
ſadors,was procured by meer fraud,circumvention,miſ-infor- 
mation, and apparent falſhood, ariſing meerly from thoſe to 
whom it was made and ſworn : yet it obliged he Iſraelites 
and their Poſterity, to the Gibeonites and their Progeny in 
perpetuity : But the fore-mentioned Oathys, together with 
the Proteſtation, and ſolemn League and Covenant, were 
made without any fraud, circumvention, mil-information,or 
falſe ſuggeſtion, upon grounds of Loyalty, Duty, Juſtice, 
Prudence, Chriſtianity, Religion, and State-policy, volunta- 
rily propounded by the makers, takers of them, and ratified 
in full Parliaments: Therefore they muſt needs be far more 
valid, obligatory to the whole Engliſh Nation and their Po- 
ſterities, than this Oath, Covenant to the Gibeonites.
